PERSONAL ITEMS. 
Major-General John E. Wool died at his 
residence in Troy on the 10th inst., aged 
eighty-six years. He was a native of New- 
burg, N. Y., but Troy was his home. He 
joined the army during the war of 1812, as a 
Captain in the 15th Infantry, and was severely 
wounded at the battle of Queenstown Heights. 
He was in active service up to and during the 
first two years of the late war, but retired in 
1863, in consequence of his great age. 

Hon. Robert J. Walker, died at Wasbing- 
ton, aged sixty-eight years, on the 11th inst. 
He was a Pennsylvanian by birth, an early 
Democrat of the Jackson school, and went to 
the U. S. Senate from Mississippi at the close 
of President Jackson's last te-m. He was 
Secretary of the Treasury under President 
Polk. 

Hon. Amos Kendall died at Washington on 
the 12th inst., at the age of eighty. He was 
a native of Dunstable, Mass. He became a 
prominent Democratic politician in President 
Jackson's time—was Fourth Auditor of the 
Treasury for six years—then Postmaster (ien- 
eral until 1840, when he retired from politics, 
associated himself with Prof. Morse, as a 
business partner, to bring out the magnetic 
telegraph, and made fortunes for both 
Ex-Governor Low, the recently appointed 
Minister to China, now hails from California, 
but he is—like Cushing, Parker and Burlin- 
game, his predecessors—a son of New Eng- 
land. He was born in Frankfort, Maine, and 
grew to manhood in that State. 

Professor John Tatlock of Pittsfield, Mass., 
owns a Latin book printed in Padua in 1474. 
It is a work of Hierocles, a Platonic philoso- 
pher of the fifth century. 








An Uxsaticatep Scamp.—A recent dis- 
patch from Lowell, says :— 


On the 11th of last September, a son of 
Rev. S. M. Whiting, of Windsor, Vt.. left 
his home, and his family were ignorant of his 
whereabouts. The father sent notice to the 
police of the principal cities, and also adver- 
tised for information. He received a letter 
from Lowell, Mass., from one W. 1). Recher, 
stating the boy was with him, and asking a re- 
mittance of $15 for board and to pay for a 
ticket for the boy home. About the same 
time another letter was received from Boston, 
signed T. Arnold, asking on the same state- 
ment $25. The case was given to a detective, 
Henry Marshall, of Lowell, to work it up, and 
he arrested one Henry Lyon, on the 29th of 
September, as being the author of the letters, 
and he was convicted of attempting to obtain 
money under false pretences, in the Criminal 
Court at Lowell, and on Wednesday sentenced 
to one year in the House of Correction. At 
the time of his arrest he had a photograph of 
a young lady known to the detective, in his 
possession, who was at Worcester with her 
family. The detective visited her and found 
that on the 28th of September she lost her 
trunk at Sanbornton Bridge depot, N. H., 
containing nearly all her wearing apparel and 
valuables. Subsequent search found the trunk 
on Thursday, at a broker’s office in Boston, 
where it had been left by Lyon. The contents 
were valued at about $450. Lyon had also, 
at the time of his arrest, ladies’ jewelry, silk 
sashes, hand crochet edging. a check fora 
a carpet bag, three travelling bags and other 
articles now in possession of the officer—all 
tending to show him to be a notorious baggage 
thief. After the expiration of his sentence he 
will be taken to New Hampshire for trial for 
thieving. 


ScHOOLS FoR THE FreepMEN.— The Freed- 
men’s Bureau has recently issued its semi- 
annual report for six months ending last July. 
There were then 2912 day and night schools, 
with 3357 teachers and 149,244 pupils, be- 
sides 1582 Sunday schools, with 6146 teachers 
and 107,110 pupils. The report shows that 
192,327 of the pupils were slaves before the 
war. The freedmen own 759 school build 
ings, and sustain 1581 schools wholly or in 
great part. All the schools are stated to be 
much more efficient than they were in the 
previous half year. The report speaks with 
much detail of the school work in the various 
States.

San Francisco, Nov. 11. Some important de- 
velopments have been made in the Comstock lode 
in Nevada, and there is much excitement in con- 
sequence in mining-stock circles. Nearly all de- 
scriptions of silver mining stock have advanced. 
A memorial to Congress, asking for aid for the 
Sutro Tunnel, has been signed by all the Nevada 
State officers and by many prominent citizens. 
Gold-bearing quartz has been discovered near Los 
Angeles, the surface rock abounding in gold. Ar- 
izona advices state that the Indians are trouble- 
some near Prescott, on Ash Creek. General Whea- 
ton is organizing scouts for Apache warfare. Gov. 
Safford is visiting the northern part of the Terri- 
tory. Rain had fallen throughout the Territory 
in sufficient quantities to benetit mining. Flour at 
Prescott is $36 in gold per barrel, butter is $2 per 

pund, eggs are $2.4 dozen, and other articles of 
‘ood are dear in proportion. 

Work on the California and Oregon Railroad is 

being pushed forward with vigor. Feather river 
bridge, at Maysville, has been completed. The 
land in the northern portion of Sacramento Valley 
is increasing rapidly in value, and there is prospect 
of an early completion of the Grand Trunk Line, 
which will run through its entire length. 
San Francisco, Noy. 14. The California Emi- 
grant Union has advertised for proposals for build- 
ing an emigrant depot capable of accommodating 
from 500 to 1000 boarders. 

The California Legislature will occupy the new 
Capitol building in Sacramento at its next session. 
The people of Sacramento are arranging to cele- 
brate the opening of the capitol. 

The surveying party of the San Diego, El Passo 
and Memphis Railroad have passed the summit of 
the range of monntains between San Diego and 
Fort Yuma. They reportthe grade to be less than 
100 feet per mile.

The insurgent forces were driven beyond the town 
of Palo Picado, and the Spanish troops now occu- 
py the positions heid by the insurgents during the 
ee year.

FAULT-FINDING WITH CHILDREN. 


Mrs H. B. Stowe, in the Atlantic Monthly, 
has done a good service for both parents and 
childreng in exposing this common mistake. 
The following extract conveys the pith of her 
views on the subject :— 

Children are more hurt by indiscriminate, 
thoughtless, fault-finding than any othgr one 
thing. Often a child bas all the sensitiveness 
and all the susceptibility of a grown person, 
added to the faults of childbood. Nothing 
about him is right as yet; he is immature and 
faulty at all points, and everybody feels at 
perfect liberty to criticise him to right and left, 
above and below, till he takes refuge in cal- 
lous hardness, or irritable moroseness. 

A bright. noisy boy rushes in from school, 
eager to tell his mother something he has on 
his heart, and number One cries out :—‘*Oh, 
you have left the door open! Ido wish you 
wouldn't always leave the door open! And do 
look at the mud on your feet! How many 
times must I tell you to wipe your feet?” 
*‘Now, then, you have thrown your cap on the 
sofa again.” ‘‘*When will you learn to hang it 
up?” ‘Don’t put your slate there; that is 
not the place for it.’ ‘‘How dirty your hands 
are; what have you been doing?” ‘Don’t sit 
in that chair; you break the springs, bounc- 
ing.” ‘**Mercy! how your hair looks! Do 
go up stairs and comb it.” ‘‘There, if you 
haven't torn the braid all off your coat! Dear 
me, what a boy!” ‘Don’t speak so loud; 
your voice goes through my head.” ‘‘I want 
to know, Jim, if it was you that broke up that 
barrel that I have been saving for brown 
flour.” ‘‘I believe it was you, Jim, that 
hacked the side of my razor.’ ‘Jim's been 
writing at my desk and blotted three sheets of 
the best paper.” 

Now the question is, if any of the grown 
people of the family had to run the gauntlet 
of a string of criticisms on themselves equally 
true as those that salute unlucky Jim, would 
they be any better natured about it than he is ? 
No; but they are grown-up people; they have 
rights that others are bound to respect. Ev- 
erybody cannot tell them exactly what to do. 
If every one did, would there be terrible re- 
actions ?

TIMELY HINTS ON COAL. 
A common fault is to use too coarse wood 


for kindling, and too much of it. This, while 
it generally succeeds in lighting the coal, 


leaves a bed of ashes below the coal which in- 
terferes with the draught unless raked out; 
an operation which always retards the com- 
bustion of ignited coal. The wood should be 
of some rapidly burning variety which gives a 
quick and high heat, and should be split 
fine. It should be so placed that the coal will 
remain on the top of it, and not fall through 
to the grate, leaving the kindling on the to 
of any part of the coal. The amount of kind- 
ling wood required depends much upon the 
size of the coal. A common mistake is to 
use too large sized coal. A good rule, where 
stoves or furnaces have a good draught, is to 
use coal as 8 nall as can be used without incon- 
venience from its sifting too freely through 
the grate. 

The practice of putting ashes on the top of 
a fire to keep it is productive of clinkers. 
Damp coal screenings are better. If a coal 
fire gets low the quickest way to extinguish it 
is to rake it at the bottom. To preserve a fire 
under such circumstances, a little coal should 
be placed on the fire, and when it has caught, 
more may be added, and the fire rakin 
ferred until it has got well ignited. hen 
the fire bricks have become burdened with the 
clinkers which have fused and adhered, they 
may be cleaned by throwing oyster or clam 
shells into the fire box when the fire is very 
hot, and allowing the fire te go out. The 
clinkers will generally cleave off without the 
use of much force the next morning. From 
two quarts to one-half peck will be sufficient 
for most stoves, and the operation can be re- 
peated if some of the clinkers still adhere.— 
Scientific American.

Tue Arm we Breatuxe.—A recent analysis 
of air, made by the New York Health Board, 
discloses the following interesting facts :— 

The proportion of carbonic acid gas ranges 
as high as seven parts in a thousand. When 
two parts of carbonic acid gas are present in 
any room there is no feeling of closeness or 
vicious air, but that is the limit of healthful 
proportion. One hundred persons would in 
two hours vitiate one thousand cubic feet of 
air to the dangerous propgrtion of one per 
cent. Every gas jet produces as much car- 
bonic acid gas as five persons. In a public 
school he found children inhaling an atmos- 
phere in waich there were from three to four 
parts of carbonic acid gas. In the theatres 
he found the thermometer ranging from 85 to 
95 degrees, and the observation was generally 
made in the centre of the pit. What would 
it be in the gallery, where the hot air from 
the whole house came rolling up?
